nifeft vnte your Maicſtie, and to leaue aſſured fignes and 
wicneiles of cher delire, which is to liveand die in the 
obcdicnce, and naturail ſubietion which they owe vnto 
your Maie(tic, and ro make it appeare to all the world, 
huw much their hearts and wills are differing from the 
poſtures and ſlanders, which ther adverſaries, adhe- 
rents, and miniſterslay vpon them; and that the Forces 
which they haue beene compelled to gather againſt their 
mindes, due tend to no other cffeRt then to maintaine 
and conleruetheir Religion, honours, lives, and geods, 
T hey haze thought that ſuch confiderations ought net

If in 
the ſecond troubles, as ſoone as was offered vntothe a- 
foreſayd Prince of Conde, and his followers and parts»

wich(tanding they were afhlilled mightily by forraigne 
forces and readic to aflault the Towne of { kartres, at the 
fight of their Enemies campe , which was molt wholy 
disbanded and diſordered z And that onely at the denun- 
ciation of Peace , made by a Trumpet fentin the Kings 
name, theſayd Prince did not onely lurceaſe trom che 
allault in hand, bur commaunded the fiege wholy to be 
raiſed, and his Armicto retyre, reporting neverthelcilc 
no other reward for his prompt obedience, then a bloo- 
die peacc, full of perfidiouſnes. If in the {ayde troubles 
the next day after the Batraile ar Saint Dems, the ſayd 
Princedid ſend ynto the King Afonficmr de Triigny , to 
ſhew his Maicſtie, the ruinc and deſolation that was likely 
to fall vpon this Kingdome , if it were ſutfered that tor- 
raigne forces ſhould invade the ſame, which were vpon 
the frontirrsreadic to cnter, and to propoſe and lhew 
the meanes,and remedicsto attaine a peace, touching one» 
ly matters of Religion, Notwithſtanding hee had the bet» 
ter hand in the ſayd battle ; the late Conſtable Aſontmes 
rexcy chicte of the Armie there being flaine. To be ſhort, 
if all your Edits had beene alwayes made, and the peace 
agreed, inthoſe ſeaſons when thoſe of the reformed Re- 
ligion had mcanes by their forces to unake their Encmies 
belicue them, if they would haue abuſcd the ſame, and that 
tnal their parlics & treatics of peace, there is no mention

They ceclare & proteſt this day before your Ma 
zelly, as before God, that howloever they -haue vatill chis

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erme besn deale withal, that they nenerthelefſe neuer 
chought roimpute it vnro your Marry ,as very well 
knowing , that your Maieftternatnre 15not agreeing 
withſuch rigours, wherot you haue ſhewed ſo many 
open demonſtrations, that none rightly may doubt 
of it:and muck leffe hauc they defired to change , or 
Ciminith in any mannerthe good will, and natura!f 
affeFion , whick they haue borne continually to the 
conſervation, aduancemcnr & greatnes of your grate. 
And if by all the effe&s aforeſaid, ic hath heen ſcene 
and knowne manifeſtly , that they had neuer any 
ſcope nor intemion , thento ſcrue God according to
